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STATEMENT REGARDING INTERVIEW SUMMARY 

Sir: 

This statement is being submitted in accordance with M.P.E.P. §713.04. As the 
Interview Summary was mailed on November 30, 2006, this statement is timely filed on 
December 29, 2006. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for discussing the status of the above-identified 
application with the undersigned representative on November 24, 2006. 

The Interview Summary indicates that all of the pending claims were discussed on the 
aforementioned date. However, the undersigned representative only recalls the Examiner 
discussing independent claims 32 and 50 and dependent claim 34 as recited in the Amendment 
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and Response to Office Action which was filed by Applicants on October 25, 2006, and 
apparently received by the United States Patent and Trademark Office on October 30, 2006. In 
this regard, it the undersigned's understanding that the reference to claim 35 in the Continuation 
Sheet (PTOL-413) accompanying the Interview Summary should, in fact, be a reference to claim 
34. Furthermore, Applicants' note that the fifth line appearing on the Continuation Sheet 
(PTOL-413) references a claim which is not identified by number. Accordingly, it is not clear to 
which claim the Examiner is referring. 

With that said, the undersigned representative confirms that the Interview Summary 
including the accompanying Continuation Sheet (PTOL-413) otherwise accurately summarizes 
the substance of the Examiner's position as conveyed to the undersigned representative on 
November 24, 2006, to the best of the undersigned's recollection. During the telephonic 
interview, the undersigned did not agree with any comments made by the Examiner but rather 
merely indicated that Applicants would consider the Examiner's comments. Applicants confirm 
that the undersigned representative indicated that an RCE would be filed, which has since been 
done. 

It should be understood that the submission of this statement is not intended to be, nor 
does it constitute, an acquiescence by Applicants of any of the Examiner's positions as set forth
